The Grand Army guard toot positions, 


tho blare OH trumpote rang out, and tho pro- 
co-ision started-at a measurod paco down 
Stato street, tho various organizations fall- 
ing ia to form tha procession—reaching 
Broadway amid the dull boom oC cannon 
and tha tolling and chiming of bolls in tho 
stooples. Tho march through Broadway to 
Stouben street, and thence to the dopot, was 
viowod by a. dense throng. Tho sous of Gen. 
Grant and thoir companions wore driven to 
tho dopot, where tho long black funeral 
train was awaiting Its burden. Gen. Zlan- 
cook and D. M. Kendrick woro in charge, 
and, at the request of Assistant Adjt. Gen, 
Asa Bird Gardner, P. AV. Mack, tho Asso- 
ciated press representative, assumed charge 
of tho car ot public information. Guns 
boomod whllo tho remains were being placed 
in tho car Woodlawn, and tho bolls tolled 
slowly. Tho committee from £fow York 
entered their cars. Gen. Hancock and staff 
woro aboard, tho regulars woro quartered, 
and. the great train startod.

Amkl Cashes of lightning, tho hollow 


booming of tho general's saluto of thirteen 
guns told us that tbo 'famous military insti- 
tution was being passed. The cadets drawn 
up in double lino at garrisons wore presont- 
-ing arms, and their band playing, 'in funeral 
march time, "Sweet spirit hoar my prayer." 
They presented a very lino appearance and 
words o[ approval were uttered by tho 
leading military men on tho train. 
A vio- 


lent storm forced tho closing of ovory 
•window of tho rail way carriages, and glit- 
tering shoots'of water obscured tho farthor 
bank of the Hudson. It lasted but ten 
minutes, howovur, and tho great steamer 
Plymouth Rock, crowded in every part, 
was seen in vivid relief, being tho centre of 
a sunburst through tho ominous pall of 
clouds. 


At Yonkors tho largest gathering of peo- 


ple sinco tho departure from Albany was as- 
sembled; a local military corps of «00 stood 
shoulder to shoulder along tho platform and 
muffled drums wore tapped funorally. 
As 


tho outlying districts o£ tho city proper woro 
reached, platoons o£ police woro soon stand- 
ing solemnly with uplifted clubs. Harlem 
bridgo rapidly crossed, the long dark tunnel 
was entered and at ono minute after 5 tho 
mourning train came to a full stop in tho 
station. Tho wheels had not ceased revolv- 
ing sinco starting from Albany. 


Tho perfection of the railway manage, 


ment was noticed throughout tho entire trip,

A steady-stream of persons of all classes 


in doublo fllo, passed the 'remains of tho 
general from tho time the gates leading to 
tho vestibule wore thrown open until H 
o'clock lit tho rato o£ 100 a minute. At 
that hour tho crowd lessoned somewhat, 
and nearly all tho rosorves of tho police 
wore sent to their respective precincts. The 
guard of honor was composed of members 
of Grant post and oiUcors and members of 
the Twenty-second regiment. 


At a cont'oranco huld in tho mayor's oOlce 


it was decided to cloio tho gates loading to 
tho vestibule of the city hall ovory morning 
at 1 o'clock, and open them again at 5. 


THE THRONGS OF PEOPLE. 


From almost daylight Wednesday the 


city began to fill up with stranuars whc 
lind come to witness tho funeral procession. 
As tho morning hours passed they woro no- 
ticeable on the loading thoroughfares in in. 
croasing numbers, Tho special trains from 
tho suburban districts were crowded. Old 
men, 
women and children and numoroui 


family parties (rom all classes of society,, 
and all dressed in thoir best, were moving' 
quietly along tho streets. 


By noon thoro was a general movement uf 


town with tile Grand Central dopot as the 
objective point, and advantageous positions 
along the lino oJ funeral march woro early 
secured and persistently held. By 3 o'clock 
tho streets in tho vicinity of tho dopot began 
to bo (lllod and parsons who had secured 
windows nil along tho route of tho proces- 
sion began to arrive at their places to make 
sure of tuoir positions. Early in tho day the 
heavy and elaborate draperies on tUo build- 
ings along tho routo had boon complotoly^ro- 
arranged so that all tho oH'octs of tho storm 
had disappeared. In many instances the 
decorations were largely added to, render- 
ing tho effect more somber and impressive 
than before. i BRONZE BUST 
of tho dead hero, modeled from n plaster-' 
cast taken in April last by Sculpter Schmidt, 
was sot up in tho city hall lobby, in tht 
afternoon and completed tho work of deco- 
ration.
